-Reagan weighs military response 
if hostages killed in Lebanon 


Arab food firms 
go kosher on 
the West Bank 
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Sixth Fleet now 
only 80 km. away

WASHINGTON, - With U-S. 
warships of the Sixth Fleet 80 
kilometres from the Lebanese 
coast, the U.S. Defence Depart- 
ment yesterday pointedly 


warned the terrorists holding . 


American hostages in Lebanon 
that President Reagan was 
weighing a military response to 
any murder of Americans. 

Pentagon spokesman Robert Sims 
said that the movement of several 
U.S. battleships into the eastern 
Mediterranean in recent days repre- 
sented “a prudent stationing of our 
forces where ‘they provide the 
gteatest opportunity for the presi- 
dent to exercise whatever options he 
wishes.” 

He said that the U.S. ships “are 
certainly not a threat to anvone who 
is acting in a civilized way.” 

The State Department said: “Lest 
those who hold hostages forget. we 
hold them responsible for the well- 
being of their captives.” 

Sims said the U.S. aircraft carriers 
and accompanving vessels were in 
the region “in a precautionary way” 
and because “‘it is prudent for us to 
have them in that position.” Speci- 
fically, he noted that “tensions in the 
region have increased with the tak- 


ing of additional hostages. inctuding 
Americans.” ἐς 

Other administration officials said 
that the actual use of a U.S. military 
option was unlikely unless more 
Americans were killed. But the mur- 
der of Americans. they warned. 
would almost certainly trigger a 
military response. 

“You can talk about ‘opiions’ ull 
you want, but } don't see us doing a 
thing to endanger those people.” 


Prime Minister Shamir said 
yesterday that Israel had not been 
asked by the U.S. to provide any help 
regarding possible military action in 
Lebanon to free American hostages. 

“We have not been asked,”* Sha- 
mir told reporters during his tour of 
Kiryat Gat. "Ἴὶ don't think we will be 
asked, But, if we are asked, we will 
consider it,”" the PM said.

Initiative

WASHINGTON. - Iraq appears to 
have regained the initiative over Iran 
in the continuing battle over Basra, 
U.S. Defence Department officials 

said yesterday. 

The Pentagon officials said thar 
Traq. over the weekend, brought in 
more infantry and armour and man- 
aged to dislodge the Iranians from 
some of the “beachhead” positions 
that they had won near the Shatt-al- 
Arab, east of the key city in southern 
traq. The Iraqis were now reported 
to be engaged in a massive counter- 
attack. 

But fierce fighting was continuing 
vesterday with shelling of the area by 
both sides. U.S. intelligence esti- 
mated that some 200,000 Iranians 
are in the area. As of last week. the 
Tranians appeared to have the upper 
hand in the struggle for Basra, the 
second largest Iraqi city. 

“There is nothing that has abated 
in thar violent war, but there does 
seem to have been a stabilization in 
the last two or three days with the 
initiative in the Basra area now being 
wiih the iraqis,”” said a Pentagon 
spokesman. 

The U.S. has six ships in the 
Persian Gulf with the aircraft carrier 
Kitty Hawk also moving to the area 
through the Indian Ocean. President 
Reagan has pledged to keep the 
Strait of Hormuz open to interna- 
tional shipping.

Every Tuesday Prime Minister Shamir tries 
to act like an old-fashioned politician. Yester- 
day, his advisers bundled the Likud leader off 
to Kiryat Gat, to inaugurate some public 
buildings, shake little children’s hands, receive 
awards and trophies and invigorate party stal- 
warts in the only city in which the Likud enjoys 
an absolute majority in the municipal institu- 
tions.

minister's arm. He does not surrender even a 
minute of the time alloted to him, maintaining 
a constant whisper in Shamir's somewhat be- 
leaguered ear on the virtues of his products.

bashfully at him and he smiles even more shyly 
in return. A factory manager grumbles on the 
side that “Peres would have stopped all the 
work here, grabbing hands. asking questions, 
working the crowds.

Shamir is then taken to meet Kiryat Gat's 
12th grade students, next year’s enlisting soi- 
diers and first-time voters.

Shamir tells the students that “the achieve- 
ments of the terrorist organizations are negligi- 
ble compared to their objectives."

“crazy, illogical fight the cause of which no one 
remembers and in which people are getting 
killed.” Shamir says that the weapons used in 
that war, including the chemical arsenal, may 
one day be employed against Israel “and

* Comununications Minister Amnon 
Rubinstein says he is “‘surprised"’ at 
and “‘deeply disappointed’’ by the 
attitude of the Labour Party cabinet 
ministers, ‘“not one of whom’' has 
publicly come out for the imposition 
of sanctions against South Africa. 
“The matter bas not even been de- 
bated in Labour forams,”’ he notes. 

During the past weeks the Shinui 
minister has lobbied among his 
cabinet and Knesset colleagues in an 
effort to drum up opposition to the 
current government policy of main- 
taining the status quo with regard to 
ties with South Africa. ‘“Were the 
issue to be debated in cabinet, two or 
three Labour ministers would prob-

ably support my stand. But such a 
debate is very unlikely as it's Prime 
Minister Shamir’s prerogative to 
keep it off the agenda." 

Despite such stonewalling. the 
issue will be debated within the next 
few weeks in the Knesset, Rubinstein 
predicts. He bas been assured by a 
number of Labour MKs that they will 
force a debate; Abba Eban, chair-. 
man of the Kuesset Defence and 
Foreign Relations Committee, has 
also promised a discussion of the 
issue in his key committee. 

Rubinstein — like Foreign Ministry 
director-general for political affairs 
Yossi Beilin — believes that Israel 
should not lag behind the European 
Community and the U.S. in imposing 
sanctions on South Africa, whose 
“‘racist apartheid system"* he finds 
abhorrent. ‘It would be a mistake 
for Israel if in the end it is forced [by 
the West and by the fear of falling out 
with the U.S. Congress] to impose , 
sanctions instead of doing it of its own 
free will. Israel, a nation populated 
by victims of racism, cannot stand 
aside,"" he says. 

Rubinstein quickly assures me that 
he is ‘no starry-eyed liberal. | am not 
ignoring the real problem faced by 
South Africa’s whites. I do take 
account of the position of South Afri- 
can Jewry. I am well aware of the 
West's hypocrisy in this matter. And 
I know what has happened in the 
so-called liberated states of black 
Africa. But none of this erases the 
‘original sin’ which is the apartheid 

me." 

Last week Rubinstein sent a 
strongly-worded letter to Prime 
Minister Shamir. cailing on him to 
reassess Israel's policy towards 
South Africa...and to impose sanc- 
tions similar to the EEC’s on Pre- 
toria. Rubinstein wrote that this is a 
dictate ‘*both of morality and nation- 
al interest.” 

He argues that South Africa is 
moving inexorably towards a radical 
change of regime which, while not 
necessarily offering ‘‘one man. one 


partly because of the conditions 
attached to its meeting by Foreign 
Minister Peres and partly because of 
realities and positions in the Arab 
world. 

He points out that Jordan is now 
less ready to move on a joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation 
than it was a year ago. And the PLO 
remains as obdurate as ever. “‘I have 
seen no word, no gesture, πὸ declara- 
tion, no document indicating that the 
PLO is now more ready for peace 
with Israei than ἢ had been in the 
past,”’ says Rubinstein, who seems to 
regard that organization or its pre- 
sent leadership as fossilized. But 
were it to change its basic outlook, 
and accept the ‘‘Yariv-Shemtov for- 
mula"’ (acceptance of UN Security 
Councit Resolutions 242 and 338 and 
renunciation of terrorism), thea. 
Rubinstein would countenance the 
PLO’s participation in the negotiat- 
ing process. 

Rubinstein visited Egypt some two

First U.S. N-test in 1987 


may end Soviet 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). -- The 
U.S. yesterday conducted its first 
nuclear test of 1987 — a blast the 
Soviet Union has said will force it to 
abandon its test freeze — the Depart- 
ment of Energy announced. 

It said the test took place under- 
ground in Nevada near Las Vegas at 
7:20 a.m. local time and had a yield 
of less than 20 kilotons of dynamite. 

The Soviet Union, which has been 
appealing to the Reagan administra- 
tion to join a test ban, has said it 
would resume its test programme 
with the first U.S. blast of this year. 
The Soviet moratorium began on 
August 6, 1985. 

The U.S. has resisted Moscow's 
plea for a ban, claiming that testing is 
required to modernize and maintain 
the reliability of the U.S. deterrent 
and will be needed as long as there 
are nuclear weapons. 

Officials say testing also is re- 


freeze 


quired to develop new weapons, 
such as hydrogen bomb-powered 
death ray lasers. for President 
Reagan's “Star Wars” concept of a 
space shield against nuclear missiles. 

Yesterday's test was the 20th 
announced by the U.S. since the 
Soviet moratorium came into effect 
on the 40th anniversary of the U.S. 
nuclear bombing of Hiroshima at the 
end of WWII. 

Deputy Soviet Foreign Minister 
Viadmir Petrovsky said at that time 
that the Soviet ban demonstrated the 
possibility of practical arms control 
steps and he renewed appeals to the 
Americans to stop testing. 

The official Soviet news agency 
Tass called the test “a challenge to 
world opinion.” 

Tass did not indicate in a brief 
dispatch if the Soviet Union would 
take any action in response to the 
blast.

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Hammer’s new adviser on women affairs: 


No halachic basis 
for ban on women | 
attending funerals

The Religious Affair’s Ministry's 
new adviser on women's issues 
vesterday criticized the idea of bar- 
ring women from funerals. Tova 
Lichtenstein, appointed by Reli- 
gious Affairs Minister Zevulun 
Hammer on Manday, yesterday re- 
sponded to the controversial ruling 
by the Migdal Ha’emek rabbis pro- 
hibiting women from attending 
funerals in that town. 

Their ruling was based on a pas- 
sage in the Zohar, attributing disas- 
ters to the mixing of the sexes at 
cemeteries. 

Even the chief rabbis had said that 
the ruling had no basis in Halacha, 
she told The Jerusalem Post. Lich- 
tenstein saw her own job as involving 
“input into the Religious Affairs 
Ministry for women, who are neces- 
sarily involved in religious services, 
especially in times of transition.” 

Lichtenstein. who is the wife of 
Rabbi Aaron Lichtenstein of Har 
Etzion Yeshiva and daughter of 
Rabbi Joseph Soloveitchik, the lead- 
ing modern Orthodox authority in 
the U.S. an Jewish law, insisted that 
she had taken the position ‘on my 
own,” and was not seeking guidance 
from either her husband or her 
father. 

A graduate of Radcliffe College 
and Columbia University and lectur- 
er at the Bar-fHan School of Social 
Work, Lichtenstein said that the 
religious courts should be aided by 
psychologists and social workers — 
not necessarily women -- who could 
make clear to the rabbis the needs of 
women. She also felt a way should be 
found for women to serve on local 
teligious councils. There was no 
balachic reason for them not to do 
so, she added. 

Migdal Ha‘emek burial society 
officials had been acting on a direc- 
tive by the local Shephardi chief 
rabbi. Menachem Avraham, and the 
local Ashkenazi chief rabbi, David 
Grossman. Observers yesterday ex- 
pressed surprise that Grossman. 
who is considered to be sensitive to 
the secular public, would take such a 
stand. 

Rabbi Eitan Eisman, director- 
general of the Chief Rabbis’ Office 
in Jerusalem said yesterday that 
while it was understandable for each 
community to have its own customs. 
it was hard to imagine that rabbis 
would try to enforce such a ruling on 


“If my wife or my daughter asked 
me { might tell them it would be best 
that they not go [to a funeral].” he 
said. adding that he would not try to 
force non-religious people to 
observe such customs. 

Even in Jerusalem, the custom of 
separating the sexes is not enforced 
he said. 

Eisman too. spoke of Grossman's 
reported understanding of the non- 
religious public. “He is the rabbi of 
prisons and discotheques.” Eisman 
said. 


Religious Affairs Minister Zevu- 
tum Hammer indicated last night 
that at least one of the rabbis who 
issued the ruling may be backing 
down in face of the public outcry. 

After speaking to Grossman, 
Hammer maintained that there was 
in fact ‘no change” in the manner of 
conducting funerals in Migdal 
Ha"emek but only ‘‘a request that the 
sexes not mix during a certain part of 
the ceremony.” 

Hammer said that Grossman had 
read him a letter from the family of 
the bereaved, Hannah Hemo object- 
ing to the use of her name to attack 
the rabbis and stating that she had 
specifically asked in her will that the 
Moroccan custom of separating the 
sexes during the funeral be observed. 


Also commenting on the issue, 
Rabbi Shlomo Riskin of Efrat said 
that “women have every justifica- 
tion and right to participate in funer- 
als. thereby expressing their natural 
grief.” The former New York rabbi 
added that women have the right to 
serve “in any elective position which 
exists in Israel today, including... 
local religious councils.” 

Nissim Zvili. head of the Jewish 
Agency Settlement Department, 
vesterday requested executive chair- 
man Arye Dulzin to freeze the 
Agency’s share in the funding of 
joint projects headed by Rabbi Yit- 
zhak David Grossman of Migdal 
Ha’emek, following his ruling re- 
quiring the separation of the sexes at 
funerals. 

“This ruling stands in absolute 
contradiction to the image Rabbi 
Grossman has built up. and goes 
counter to the spirit of enlightened 
Judaism. The idea that one can split 
up a family at the time of grief is 
inhuman, and brings Judaism down 
to the level of superstitious idol-

McFarlane does deny a report 
made by Israel Television that he 
had warned Kimche last year that if 
the arms deal were exposed, the 
Reagan administration would dis- 
claim involvement and blame Israel. 

“That's ἃ falsehood.” he said. 

McFarlane, though, was troubled 
by the facts that “First. we weren't 
talking directly to the Iranians: 
which was really our purpose. We 
were talking through a third party 
(Israel). Secondly, the de facto out- 
come of these shipments was that 
they were becoming tied by Iran. 1 
think. into a hostage exchange. 
which was exactly what we did not 
want.” 

McFarlane then took these con- 
cerns to Reagan and recommended 
that an attempt be made to talk 
directly with senior [ranian officials. 
A meeting took place on December 
8. 1985 in London with Manucher 
Ghorbanifar. the Iranian arms deal- 
er, David Kimche and Lt.-Col. Oliv- 
er North of the U.S. National Secur- 
ity Council. 

The meeting did not change 
McFarlane’s perspective and he be- 
gan to doubt whether Ghorbanifar's 
contacts really could help change 
Iran's policies or recreate better re- 
lations with the U.S. 

By the end of December that year. 
when he left the White House, 
McFarlane assumed the issue was 
closed but last April. his successor 
Vice Admirat John Poindexter in- 
formed him that the dialogue had 
never been discontinued. Instead. 


arrangements had been made to re- 
lease all the hostages, which ulti- 
mately did not happen. 

But would the U.S. overture have 
succeeded if McFarlane had gone 
public with it at the outset? 

“The publicity would have im- 
mediately exposed the relative mod- 
erates to great vulnerability and 
pressure. And that would have fore- 
closed any progress whatsoever. 

“An operation like that, over 
time, gradually has a widening circle 
of participants which would have 
exposed it to ledks. ‘I knew that at 
the time. I always expected it would, 
within a year of its beginning, be- 
come public and we ought to plan on 
that, and make arrangements to 
brief the appropriate congressional 
people and others.” 

The complexity of trying to reo- 
rient a regime like Tran requires 
discretion, persistence and patience, 
McFarlane says: ‘‘Normally it 
shouldn't be a function of the White 
House or the National Security 
Council Adviser. But in certain cir- 
cumstances, this is unavoidable. At 
times, the only way to reach people 
is to do it through channels where 
there is the least chance of being 
compromised by leaks, channels in 
which they have confidence they are 
dealing with the highest levels of the 
U.S. government.” 

McFarlane maintains there is no 
direct link between his resignation in 
December 1985 and U.S. policy on 
arms to Iran. He does. however. 
indicate there could have been an 
indirect connection: “I do think. at 


least subconsciously, that the refusal 
of other administration officials to 
acknowledge the merit in trying to 
reopen ties with fran was expressive 
of a larger problem that still exists. 

“The administration hasn"t yet 
established a cohesive policy team 
that identifies one or two important 
‘global objectives upon which it 
should focus all its energies in a 
coordinated fashion.” 

He goes on to say that there was a 
“sense of drift” among the presi- 
dent's cabinet and staff with tao 
much energy ci-erted to intramural 
squabbles instead of towards specific

Schweitzer -- though he does evince 
an animosity toward Begin and Gush 
Emunim that is virulent and person- 
al — does not on the whole take a 
crudely one-sided stance. 

On the minus side. the book's 
terms of reference. 25 may already 
have emerged, are extremely pro- 
saic. The state of Israel figures as 
little more than a set of security and 
economic interests, its leaders as 
technocrats whose task is to maxi- 
mize safety and prosperity so that 
everyone can enjoy the good life. 
But 4s in reality such placidity is not 
likely to be achieved in Israel for a 
long time if ever, society must con- 
tinue. to grapple with existential 
issues concernings its mission (if 
any), its meaning in terms of Jewish 
identity and history, and so on. 
Ideally Israeli leaders should be able 
to address such issues intelligently: 
but they would find little edification 
in this book, which has almost no- 
thing to offer in this regard. 


AND FINALLY, despite the book's 
air of refined objectivity. on the 
predictive levei it is actually very 
fragile. Schweitzer envisions a land- 
for-peace deal with Jordan in which 
Israel is allowed to retain “IDF 
observation and listening posts... on 
the crests of the hills” and its border 
is “moved a few kilometers to the 
east.... with a somewhat deeper 
bulge in the north of the West Bank 
—which, even if it really could ensure 
Israel's security. seems more ἃ pro- 
jection of Schweitzer’s rationalist cast 
of mind than a sound assessment of 
what King Hussein is politically cap- 
able of. And if something untoward 
should bappen in the Middle East -- 
for instance, 2 decisive outcome fo 
the Iran-Iraq war and an escalation 
of.the danger from Israel's east — 
then Schweitzer's confident house of 
cards wouldcollapsé- 


by a beeper that a message is stored 
on his/her computer. and the mes- 
sages can be listened to at any time 
by diulling the computer and enter- 
ing ἃ password. 

One of the system's future ap- 
plications is an electronic “yellow 
pages” service. Each subscriber will 
be able to dial the system. enter the 
code of the desired service and listen 
to a list of recommendations derived 
from the computer's data banks. A 
central storage facility for voice mes- 
sages can be used to store calls made 
to cellular telephones. ( Pele Phone). 
If the subscriber is outside the aper- 
ational range of the system, Trilogue 
can instruct the caller to leave a 
message and then relay it to the 
addressee. 

Efrat Future Technology, the 
company that developed Trilogue, 
was established by Boaz Misholi, a 
computer architect who built his own 
computer before he graduated from 
the Technion. After graduation, 
Misholi moved to America where he 
helped design a computer credit sys- 
tem for Macy's Corporation. In 
1982, Misholi returned to Israel and 
with research and development 
grants from the office of the chief 
scientist started work on a vocal 
electronic mail system. 

Today, Efrat’s systems compete 
successfully against American and 
European systems. Trilogue has 
been purchased by the U.S. govern- 
ments General Services Adminis- 
tration, Michigan University and 
dozens of other organizations. Last 
month the company went public at 
the New York Stock Exchange. sell- 
ing 57 million worth of stocks under 
the name Comverse Technology Inc.

The software, called Expert 
Choice and marketed by the Task- 
Force company in Haifa. was pro- 
duced by Decision Support Software 
in McLean, Virginia. It is suitable 
for IBM and IBM-compatible com- 
puters. and is geared for.corporate 
managers who must decide about 
mergers. acquisitions, new products 
and strategic planning. hiring. 
advertising and employee promo- 
tion. It also helps the small business- 
man decide what new products to 
market, how to advertise. whether 
to sue, whom to fire and how to 
allocate time. The software prog- 
ramers who developed it claims it 
can help government leaders weigh 
the pros and cons of nuclear arms 
limitation agreements. set a state 
budget and deal with a national 
crisis. 

As for home use, Expert Choice is 
a useful way to plan your career. 
choose the right job, invest your 
money, relocate in a new area and 
even get married or divorced. 

It sounds like a tall order for a

floppy diskette. but it is being used 
by top foreign companies like 
AT&T. ABC. Citibank, Exxon, 
Firestone Tire and Rubber. IBM. 
Nabisco. Westinghouse. and the 
U.S. Amy. Navy and Air Force. In 
Israel. it has been in use for about a 
year to make day-to-day decisions in 
the Israel Electric Corporation. Paz 
Oil Company. and a manufacturing 
unit inside Rafael. the weapons’ de- 
velopment authority. 

Expert Choice works ὃν building 
computer models that help you orga- 
nize the various elements of a prob- 
lem into a hierarchy similar to a 
family-tree structure, with the goal 
at the top and criteria of the problem 
at the intermediate level. The 
alternatives for reaching the goal are 
at the bottom. Expert Choice. says 
the distributor. doesn’t decide things 
in as complex a manner as the way 
the human brain makes decisions. 
but it takes choices and asks what 
you prefer. using verbal rather than 
numerical scales. The user must 20 
through lists of preferences. in pairs, 
deciding which things are important.

Fish farming with computers in the Western Galilee. 


COMPUTERS and water don't mix. 
but an IBM personal computer is 
helping fish farmers in the Western 
Galilee keep an eye on X6 different 
varieties of fish. 

A software program was de- 
veloped by two high school pupils. 
Ariel and Nitzan from the Oshrat 
tegional technological school. The 
program supervises the raising of 
half a million fish. keeping watch an 
the amount of oxygen needed in the 
water. the temperature of the water 
in the artificial ponds. and the food 
needed to support the fish. 


MEANWHILE. a similar IBM PC is 
being used by pupils at the technolo- 
gical centre Azorei Menashe to con- 
trol irrigation and the planting of 
crops in nearby fields. The computer 
helps decide where to install the 
drip-irrigation tubes, what plants to 
grow and how much water the soil 
can absorb. Sensors buried in the soil 
feed the computer with information 
on a continuous basis. The computer 
then digests the information and 
displays it graphically or numericat- 
ly. 


BECAUSE the air in their incuba- 
tors contained too much oxygen. an 
untold number of babies in hospitals 
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around the world were blinded. An 
Israeli company. Agnetech. is now 
marketing a computerized monitor 
that keeps constant watch on the 
level of various gases in the blood of 
Premature babies in incubators. 

The device has micro-processors 
und is attached to the baby by elec- 
trodes. Within 10 minutes of being 
attached, says the company. the de- 
vice produces a readout of gas levels. 

Because of the electrodes, the 
babies" blood vessels need not be 
punctured to get constant blood 
samples. a process which can cause 
infection or other damage. 

The new incubator is portable and 
easy to operate. Audio-visual equip- 
ment warms about a sudden change 
in gas levels. 


FOREIGN companies have recently 
shown great interest in an Israeli 
software program called Viscon 
which supervises the manufacturing 
Process with a personal computer. 
using full-colour animation. All 
phases of manufacture are depicted 
on the screen and allow the user to 
control them. In the past. such op- 
erations needed giant computers. 
The program. costing $3.000, was 
developed by P.C.SOFT. and is 
meant mainly for export.

* LAST MONTH. Kuwaiti journalist 
Abmed Jarallah interviewed Egypt's 
President Hosni Mubarak on the eve 
of the Islamic conference. Among 
other things, they spoke abaut the 
peace process and Egypt's current 
position in the Arab world. 

The following ure excerpts from 

. Jarallah’s January 19 Arab Times 

ἡ interview, never before published in 
Israel: 

Q: Mr. President, is the Palestinian 
leadership now ready to accept UN 
Security Council Resolutions 242 and 
338? 

A: J call upon them to find a 

- specific formula to recognize these 
resolutions. This has already taken 
place indirectly through the accept- 
ance of all UN resolutions. including 
242. On the other hand, as some 
interpret it. resolution 242 considers 
Palestinians as refugees. 

A few days ago 1 was discussing 
this issue with Mahmoud Riyad. who 
is experienced in such matters be- 
cause he was in charge of Egyptian- 
Arab politics. 

1 believe that if the Palestinian 
Jeadership thinks about this matter 
thoroughly. there is a possibility of 
arriving at a specific formula that 
could fead us to recognize these two 
resolutions. Without acceptance of 
these two resolutions. | think the 
negotiations concerning an interna- 
tional peace conference will not be- 
gin. All sides consider these two 
resolutions as the basis for holding 
the intemational conference and for 
this reason we are making serious 
efforts in this direction. 

Q: Many Arab personalities have 
recently started to cross the relations 
bridge with Egypt publicly. Is this 
due to the change in Egypt's attitude, 
or is it a response to the methods of 
leadership of Hosni Mubarak? 

A: Let me not say the leadership 
of President Mubarak, as i am work- 
ing in the name of Egypt's people. 
What 1 do stems from the will of 
Egypt's people. I can feel the pulse 
and trends of the Egyptian street. 

Since I have come to power, no- 
thing has soured our relations. 

We have always had mutual 
understanding and have always been 
in contact with other Arab countries. 

But if these relations have been 
enhanced recently, it is because the 
majority of Arab countries have be- 
come convinced that Egypt's policies 
are not against any Arab country. 
and we have a true desire to cooper- 
ate with all our sister countries. 

Another reason behind the activa- 
tion of these bridges is that we are 
frank with ourselves, our citizens 
and our brothers in other Arab coun- 
tries. 

We are not seeking personal gain 
for Egypt while ignoring the Arab 
situation. We are analysing all issues

from an Arab viewpoint and not 
relying on propaganda, 

Q: This vear has witnessed several 
meetings berween vou and Saudi affi- 
cials. How do you explain these de- 
velopments and their statements vis- 
a-vis the importance of Egypt? 

A: Even during these meetings 
last year this good impression did not 
change. nor do we change our face, 
as our policy is firm and unchange- 
able. I would like to say that our 
Telations with our brothers in Saudi 
Arabia are very old. [ am on good 
terms with King Fahd, Prince 
Abdullah and Prince Salman, which 
date back to the time of my vice- 
presidency. ᾿ 

But if our relations have been 
enhanced and entrenched this year, 
it is because they have been assured 
that our steps have not been changed 
and we wish them and all other Arab 
countries every prosperity. Another 
point that I have been thinking about 
is that any rupture, be it between 
Saudi Arabia, or Kuwait, or any 
other Arab country, is totally unjus- 
tified. 

At the same time I think they were 
excused because of the resolutions 
passed at the Baghdad Summit and I 
do not like to embarrass anybody. 
Even King Hussein. when we met in 
New York, informed me that he 
wanted to resume his country's rela- 
tions with Egypt. 1 asked him not to 
be hasty as I did not want to embar- 
rass him. 

1 know that those who agreed to 
the Baghdad Summit resolution 
were under pressure from certain 
parties. 1 understood, and kept in 
mind these circumstances. But in 
general, I can say that contacts be- 
tween King Fahd and me continued, 
and I met with princes Abdullah, 
Salman and Faisal as well as the oil 
minister Hisham Al Nazer. 

Once again I will say that the 
rupture was unjustified, and I have 
explained that if the rupture was due 
only to the Camp David accord, the 
people of Egypt will accept my going 
beyond this formula. Therefore let 
us go beyond those people who wish 
to cancel the accord. 

I asked one of them if he would 
cancel the Camp David accord if he 
had the power of the presidency. He 
said that trying was one thing but 
succeeding was another. This is a 
fact that cannot be denied. 

Is there any Egyptian who would 
accept bargaining over Sinai a 
second time? Of course. nobody 
would accept this. 

I would like to ask our brothers 
who wish to see Camp David cancel- 
led to clarify why they are calling for 
this. Is it because of its name? Let us 
debate the current situation: does it 
seem reasonable to abolish Camp 
David and fight again to restore it?

kosher ingredients are being 
Though the raw materials come from 
U.S. and Israeli firms under rabbi- 
nical supervision, he sometimes 
takes samples for laboratory tests to 
ensure that no substances forbidden 
by Jewish law have tainted the drinks 
produced by the Palestinian plant. 
The student is a representative of 


Rabbi Zalman Melamed, head of 


the Beit ΕἸ yeshiva and spiritual 
leader of a settlement known for its 
extreme Orthodoxy. The Royal 
Crown factory he supervises is a 
franchise owned by United Trading 
and Investment, a partnership of 
three Palestinian businessmen deter- 
mined to take over a healthy slice of 
Israel's soft-drink market. 

And the words kasher lamehadrin 
(kosher for those observing strict 
standards) on RC’s blue-and-white 
label show that in the West Bank, 
business makes far stranger bedfel- 
lows than do politics. 

In the Diaspora. of course, non- 
Jewish food producers are often 
under rabbinical supervision. . The 
soft-drink concentrates that United 
Trading buys from Royal Crown 
Cola Co. of Columbus, Georgia bear 
the “O-U™ kashrut symbol of the 
Union of Orthodox Jewish Con- 
gregations of America. Israeli Arab 
firms alsa produce kosher foods, 
under the supervision of the Israeli 
rabbinate. 

But in the politically charged 
atmosphere of fhe West Bank. such 
relations are surprising — particularly 
when the kashrut supervisors are 
settlers determined to maintain 
Israeli control of the territories. The 
decision of a dozen or more firms in 
Ramallah and Nablus to maintain 
kosher production lines demons- 
trates how interlocked the Israeli 
and West Bank economies are in the 
20th year of Israeli rule, and how 
important sales in Israel have be- 
come to West Bank businessmen. 

“A big part of the Israeli market is 
religious and we want to sell to 
them," says Sawson (Susan) Gha- 
nan, a Bir Zeit University graduate 
who directs marketing at United 


TRAQ PLANS a “new-style™ of war 
against Iranian civilian targets which

Ramadhan, Deputy Prime Minis- 
ter and a member of the ruling 
Revolution Command Council, 
would not give details of the prop- 
osed new threat except to say that it 
would involve a further fuelling of 
the so-called “war of the cities” 
between Iran and Iraq. 

The “Scaletoard,” known to Nato 
as the SS-12, has a range of more 
than 500 miles, compared with the 
123-mile range of the Scud B missile 
both sides have been using hitherto. 
It can destroy an area the size of 10 
football pitches. 

As deployed with Soviet troops in 
Europe, the missile has nuclear 
capability. If the Iraqis do have it, 
however. they will certainly have the 
version with a conventional war- 
head. ἢ 

Many foreign military analysts 
here have concluded that Iraq has 
acquired SS-12s, either from the

Getting kashrut certification eases 
access to the Israeli market: it can 
also mean greater dependence on 
Israeli suppliers. Victor, for exam- 
ple, must get its cornflour and food 
colouring from companies with 
kashrut supervision. United Trading, 
buys test-tubes, beakers and pre- 
servatives from Biolab, an Israeli 
company. 

Israeli consumers may not always 
know when they are buying West 
Bank products. United Trading 
general manager Hanna Gedeon 
says the West Bank produces much 
of Israel's tehina. But the manufac- 
turers sell their product to Israeli 
businessmen, who package it and 
market it under their own labels. In 
an apparent effort to avoid a hostile 
Teaction to West Bank goods, the 
Victor dessert mix package carries 
the firm's phone number but not its 
location. 


THE MOST VISIBLE of the West 
Bank firms producing kosher foods 
is United Trading, owned by Ge 
deon, Abed Khateeb and Mansour 
Shawwa. son of deposed Gaza 
mayor Rashad Shawwa. 
edeon, 37, is relaxed, casually- 
dressed, and articulate. His office is 
spacious, with room for potted trees, 
couches and a coffee table. In the 
Office building he shares with his 
brother Suhil Gedeon, the main dis- 
tributor of computers in the territor- 
ies, the atmosphere is one of big 
business.

Nothing is 
touched by human hands. The first 
six months they gave us ‘kosher" and 
then it went to kasher lamehadrin."* 

Meanwhile. be says, all three 
marketing firms suggested the same 
strategy: “Hide that it’s from Ramal- 
lah. Lista Fel Aviv distributor on the 
bottle, and don’t list the producer.” 

The proposal ‘wasn’t my cup of 
tea,”’ Gedeon says, and “we decided 
to make our own test.”” 

Hebrew-English labels were 
printed, and last summer “we went 
into the West Jerusalem market with 
our trucks with Ramallah licence 
plates and Arab salesmen who spoke 
Hebrew.

AS with EPOS, EFT/POS is pro- 
ving to be a runaway success. ‘with 
the planners’ fears turning out to 
have been exaggerated.

To understand 
why, it may be easiest to compare 
two transactions involving the old 
and new systems. 

CASE 1: The customer, Tom, enters 
Harry's shoe shop with his credit 
card, intent on buying footwear. 

After selecting a pair of shoes, 
Tom proceeds to the cashier, ie., the 
place where the shop formally hands 
over the goods in return for the 
customer's commitment to pay for 
them. In the rare event that he pays 
cash, the shop gets value for the 
goods on the spot. If he pays with a 
cheque, the shop must give the che- 
que to its bank for collecting. If the 
cheque returns, Harry or his em- 
ployees must re-present it or pursue 
Tom for the money. 

If, however, Tom produces his 
credit card, the procedure oats 
different. In the first place, Harry 
will get out a large bulky object. 
known in Hebrew slang as an “iron,” 
as in to iron one’s clothes, and insert 
the card in a slit in this contraption. 
Then he will extract the relevant 
sales slip for the card that Tom has

TEL AVTV. — Jerusalem hotels had 
a 54.93 per cent occupancy rate last 
year, according to figures released 
on Monday, substantially below the 
rate the industry must register to 
break even. 

Although comparable 1985 fi- 
gures were unavailable. Leslic 
Adler. vice president of the israel 
Hotel Association. said the associa- 
tion's 1986 figures were well under 
those registered the previous year 
and far below the occupancy rate of 
60 per cent which he estimated was 
needed for the average hotel to 
make a profit. 

Of the 25 hotels listed, only nine 
had occupancy rates higher than 60 
per cent and several had rates below 
40 per cent. In all, 950,430 rooms 
were booked in Jerusalem last year. 

Adler, general manager of the 
Basel Group Hotels. said that in past 
years the break-even point for Israeli 
hotels was 50 per cent. But recent 
economic pressures have pushed 
that figure to 60 per cent, he said. In 
“most advanced countries” the rate 
is 40 per cent. he added. 

Adding to the economic pressures

The bark and the bite 


HAVING tried and failed to ransom, by means of a political 
arms deal with Iran, the American hostages held by pro-Iranian 
Shi'ite groups in Lebanon, the U.S. finds itself truly in a 
quandary. 

Now that Lebanon has been declared off limits to U.S. 
citizens not on official duty, the taking of hostages among them 
may be expected to come to an end, But in the meantime a 
threat of “execution” is hanging over the heads of four 
American professors kidnapped in West Beirut last week by a 


.terrorist group sporting the fresh name of the Islamic Jihad for 


the Liberation of Palestine. which may or may not be one of 
Hizbullah’s many nicknames. 

The group has threatened to kill all four next week, unless its 
demands are met. The demands include the release by Israel of 
400 prisoners held — for terrorist activities — in the “security 
zone” of southern Lebanon, as well as the payment of $50 
million for the U.S. hostages and for two West Germans also 
held hostage. Yesterday the Islamic Jihad called on all like- 
minded terrorist groups in Lebanon to murder their hostages. 
too, as a sign of solidarity. 

The terrorists’ tactic is to frighten the U.S. out of any 
intention to resort to military action in aid of the hostages. The 
American plan, in turn, must be to deter the terrorists by 
ominously sending the Sixth Fleet eastward toward Lebanon. 
What it is that the U.S. is actually prepared to do if the mad 
Shi'ites keep mocking the world’s mightiest military machine 
by inviting it to sink in Lebanon's morass. is, however. less than 
clear. 

America’s trouble is that despite endless discussion of the 
issue. it has still not reached an internal consensus about the 
proper use of force in limited wars, aod particularly in the 
protracted war on terrorism. 

Already stung by accusations that its bid to Iran has 
undermined its anti-terrorist stance, the Reagan administration 
is not going to press Israel into releasing the 400 imprisoned 
terrorists. which Israel's leaders have already stated is out of 
the question. Nor is it likely that the administration will, in a 
reversal of policy. hire American surrogates to hit the terrorists 
in their own fashion. 


Secretarv of State George Shultz has suggested this week that | 


America must be ‘prepared to use military force when we have 
a clear target and know precisely what we are doing.” 

Clear targets — headquarters. training grounds and storage 
facilities of the various Shi'ite terrorist groups — have been 
spotted by U.S. reconnaissance satellites in Lebanon, specifi- 
cally in the Beka‘a. But experience has shown that the terrorists 
can easily move around, moving their hostages with them. They 
will not, in any case, be extirpated by one massive blow. 

The sad. and all too obvious. truth is that warships are not 
made to cope with terrorism. This does not mean that the U.S. 
needs to cease and desist from the effort. But it should see to it 
Hake its bark is not. as it has all too often been, far worse than its

Perversions 


SUPERSTITION is embedded, to a larger or smaller extent. in 
all religions, and Judaism is no exception. But Jews have long 
prided themselves on the fact — or what they assumed to be a 
fact - that in heir religion such essentially pagan aberrations as 
magic and witchcraft play only a minor role. 

To be sure, Jewish folklore is awash with irrationality, and in 
esoteric literature the great idea of man’s moral responsibility 
for his acts in the eyes of God has been vulgarized into a folk 
doctrine of divine punishment for the fack of ritual punctilious- 
ness. But the mainstream of Jewish religious thought has been 
mostly freed of the muddied waters of miracle working and 
shamanism. 

Recently, in Israel, this has been changing. With the express 
blessing or at least the tacit approval of the state-backed 
rabbinical establishment, folklore has been ousting rationality 
and magic displacing morality. Fatal road accidents have been 
attributed by distinguished rabbis to faulty mezuzot and the 
desecration of the Shabbat. and women have been increasingly 
segregated by rabbinical fiat for fear that their “impurity” and 
“immodesty” might end up in the entire community being 
penalized. 

The bizarre happenings in Netivot down south and in Migdal 
Ha’emek up north this week must unfortunately be viewed not 
so much as a departure from the national norm but rather as 
further evidence of a pernicious trend in which the sorcery is 
swatiowing up Judaism's vital centre. 

In Netivot, now renamed Netivot-Baba Sali. celebrations of 
the third anniversary of the death of the town’s one-time most 
illustrious citizen, Rabbi Yisrael Abuhatzeira. better known as 
the Baba Sali, drew a crowd of over 50,000 from all parts of the 
country. An even larger crowd would probably have arrived on 
the scene but for the forecast of bad weather. For veneration of 
the Baba Sali. a patron saint of Moroccan Jewry and a regular 
miracle worker. has been assimilated into the organized effort 
of Moroccan Jews in Israet to assert their distinctive communal 
identity. 

It might nevertheless have been expected that at least some 
Israelis of Moroccan extraction would raise their voices against 
a display of essentially non-Jewish superstition masquerading 
in North African Jewish garb: But no such voices were heard, 
perhaps for fear that those who uttered them might be 
condemned as traitors to their faith and tradition. Instead, the 
state itself in the persons of the Sephardi Chief Rabbi. the 
Housing Minister and the OC Southern Command, was on 
hand to lend legitimacy to occultism. 

Meantime in Migdal Ha‘emek both the Sephardi and Ashke- 
nazi chief town rabbis barred women from taking part in 
funeral processions all the way to the deceased person's grave. 
The town, so it appears, has lately been afflicted with some 
tragedies, and the town idiots had called upon the rabbis to do 
something about it. So the rabbis. relying this time not on 
Halacha but on the Book of the Zohar, did. 

If this miracle does not work, they will presumably try 
another tack: such as banning the participation of women in 
what to date have been mixed choirs. 

Na‘amat secretary-general Masha Lubelsky at once pro- 
tested the Migdal Ha‘emek edict, and the newly appointed 
adviser on women’s affairs in the Ministry of Religious Affairs, 
Tova Lichtenstein. seconded her denunciation. But the chief 
rabbis, embarrassed though they may have been, are conve- 
niently keeping their mouths shut, apparently waiting for the 
dust to settle. : 

But the dust will not settle. Israel. a’ modern democratic 
state, cannot keep aiding and abetting the perversion of the 
Jewish spiritual heritage without subverting itself. 

In the Galut such manifestations of idolatry had limited reach 
precisely because of the fact of dispersion. In Israel. where the 
distinction between civil and religious authority is in acceler- 
ated erosion, a rabbinate cowed or hijacked by obscurantism or 
witchcraft, could abduct the polity. 


Sex education: a must | Dry Bones_ 


THE ABORTION-related death of 
Yael Shriki, a 17-year-old high 
school student, was a personal and 
family tragedy. Her friends in school 
were filled with sorrow and anxiety 
nat only because of the loss of a close 
friend but also because of fear that 


such a tragedy may happen again. 


Pregnancy among teenagers is not 
a rare phenomenon — not only in 
developing countries but also in adv- 
anced states like the U.S. Such pre- 
gnancy is often coupled with feelings 
of guilt and failure. It publicly re- 
veals the existence of sexual rela- 
tions at such a young age along with 
the fear of the community's reaction. 


’ It may mean discontinuing regular 


studies, and often brings severe reac- 
tions from the family. In these cases, 
the community is most hypocritical. 

“ Tr-this age of permissiveness, 
teenagers indulge in sexual relations 
from a very young age, and often 
with more than one partner. The 
social commandment of virginity till 
marriage is regarded as anachronis- 
tic, But society has not adapted itself 
to the changing values. Sex educa- 
tion is inappropriate and insuffi- 
cient, whether in the family or in 
school. Most adults do not know 
how to cope with the subject. Thus, 
some young women have clandes- 
tine relations without knowing about 
or using contraceptives and fear that 
their family will learn of the affair. 
Under such circumstances, the 
teenager is helpless and willing to 
accept any, advice and any solution. 

If unwanted pregnancy occurs, the 
girl has to have someone to confide 
in either in school or at home. Un- 
fortunately, there are frequent un- 
wanted pregnancies, especially in 
environments opposed to sexual 
activities. : 

Sex is an almost non-existent sub- 
ject in school, and where it is taught. 
there is an emphasis on the abstract, 
on flora and fauna. ignoring the fact 
that the students are ripe for sexual 
activity or have already indulged in it 
without proper preparation. In 
many homes, the family does not 
help much as the subject is either 
avoided or is taboo. 


WE MUST change our attitudes 
toward discussing the subject. in

Spite of our moral values, which are 
important in themselves. We cannot 
but expect catastrophes, when we 
keep knowledge from our young 
People. We have ta aspire to a 
Situation where it will not be neces- 
Sary to perform abortions, and this 
can be achieved by proper sex educa- 
tion. 

It should start at an early age in a 
most open manner and should be 
taught by competent teachers. Lec- 
tures by doctors and nurses were 
good at a time when the mere men- 
tion of sex was enough to cause 
embarrassment. Sex education 
should be a part of general education 
and integrated into the general curri- 
culum. 4 

The teachers should be well equip- 
ped with information and free from 
Personal inhibitions. Only then 
would the students feel that the 
Subject is neither taboo nor dirty. 
Students should be taught about the 
physiological causes of sexual desire. 
The alternative is either evasion or 
Tomanticism, full of illusions, and 
sexual activity along with ignorance 
and guilt feelings. 

Tt has been said that a human 
being is neither an angel nor a beast, 
but when he tries to act like an angel, 
he turns into a beast. Parents and 
educators must accept the possibility 
of sexual relations among teenagers 
as reality. There is no need to deny it 
and thus cause tragedies. 

Adults should be ready to explain" 
and assist concerning contracep- 
tives. Everything possible should be, 
done to avoid unwanted pregnancy. 
However, should that occur, one 
should weigh the possibility of an 
abortion without shame or guilt feel- 
ings. Terminating a pregnancy is 
acceptable, unless there is a readi- 
ness to face the birth of an infant and. 
the raising of it by a person who is 
still a child. 


ISRAELI LAW allows the termina- 
tion of pregnancy in many cases, 
especially when there is danger to 
the mother's health. The law is 
adapted to the values of the country 


and has been influenced: by medi- 


- cine, politics and religion. 


In France, a very liberal law re- 
garding abortions was introduced in 
1975 by then health minister Simone 
Weil. She ‘referred to the bifl as 
“preventing illegal abortions by the 
underground." She thereby pro- 
tested against the hypucrisy of the 
dill’s opponents who hid their heads 
in the sand like ostriches. Weil dis- 
closed that during that year there 
had been an average of 1,000 abor- 
tions per day in France, mostofthem 
performed under bad conditions 
which increased the risk to the pa- 
tient. 

The opponents of abortion in 
Israel also include those who are 
worried about the decrease in births, 


Experience has shown no relation | 


between legislation on abortions and 

births. One example is Romania 

where abortions were legal for many 

years, but when abortions became 
- iNegal, their number increased. 

The Israeli law actually deter- 
mines the proportion between the 
number of certified abortions. per- 
formed in a hospital under good 
conditions, and abortions performed 
under less favourable conditions. 
Changing the faw will not be enough, 
for it is not only a matter of legisia~ 
tion. Favourable conditions should 
be created to allow any girlin need td 
apply. without fear, and with easy 
access, to the abortion committee. 
At the same time let us remember 
that abortion is an aggressive act and 
anti-pbysiological. It is justified only 
in cases of emergency. 

The real problem is the prevention 
of pregnancy, each abortion being a 
failure of communications in gui- 
dance and in education. Sex has to 
become a routine subject in schools 
und it is demythified and demysti- 
fied. Educational Television should 
deal with the topic as it does with 


diets and physical education: In- . 


formation from the mass media. 
which infiltrates into homes, will 
help educational and health work- 
ers. Without widespread know- 
ledge, even a change in the law 
would prove insufficient.

If you’re going to be rude... 


KNESSET members Yehoshua 
Matza and Haim Ramon, who re- 
cently hurled abuse at each other in 
the Finance Committee, should both 
hang their heads in shame. Not for 
their use of expletives, which is stan- 
dard parliamentary procedure, but 
for the sheer poverty of their lan- 


guage. 

Matza (Likud) is credited with 
calling Ramon a low blackmailer, 
child without a conscience, robber of 
public funds. hypocritical extortion- 
er, ete, 

Ramon (Labour) allegedly re- 
plied by calling Matza a demagogue,” 
fascist, etc. 

These insults show a lack of 
thought — imagination and inspira- 
tion. 

We heard primary-schoo! pupils 
using much richer language during a 
recess, including many Arabic words 
which seemed to centre on specific 
parts of the anatomy. 

How can we expect these 12-year- 
old kids, with their better command 
of such words, to look up to and 
admire their national leaders? 

But despite their adolescent su- 
periority, their vocabulary was also 
limited and repetitive. They had to 
use Arabic words, and like their 
Knesset members they slipped off 
into several European languages. 

. Perhaps, we thought, the fault lies 
with modern Hebrew. 


WE CHECKED with a Hebraic 
scholar. ** Oh, no,” she replied, 
“Hebraic sources are rich in curses. 
For example, a rough and un- 
polished translation would give us: 
{You are) worth as much as a gar- 
bage can, flea, narrow-minded, 
mindless. windbag, chatterer, de- 
spicable soul, zero, you are clouds 
and wind but no rain, and so on.” 

But, she admitted sadly. “Knesset 
members lack the richness of ex- 
pression obtainable from Hebraic 
sources.” 

She made five “learned” excep-

tions, whom she believed, could let 
loose if they wanted. with ancient 
expletives which would: melt a Heb- 
rew scholar's heart: former Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin, and 
MKs Moshe Arens, Yosef Burg, 
τ Avraham Shapiro: and Yitzha! 
Moda’i. (“The jatter does open his 
mouth, but as the Japanese say, he 
often puts his tongue in motion be- 
fore putting his mind in gear.) 

Today, to rectify our present de- 
plorable condition we need an orga- 
nization of learned persons to search 
the sources and publish a booklet on 
their findings. Knesset Members 
should also be forced to take adv- 
anced courses to upgrade their stan- 
dards, the Hebrew Language 
Academy should devote itself to m- 
venting new words. or adapting 
words from Arabic, and we should 
arrange annual contests in utilizing 
choice words which spring instinc- 
tively from sabras. 

Israel has the intellectual man- 
power and drive to enrich the lan- 
guage. And financing can be found, 
even in these days of belt-tightening. 
Perhaps the bank managers could be 
Rersanced to kick off a‘fund raising 

rive. 


YET. TT would tuke many years to 
enrich our parliamentary vocabulary 
ininvective, for some of our MKs are 
slow on the uptake. And even then, 
we will be weak, for they will use the 
curse words as a sort of reflex verbal 
vulgarism which often does not even 
attract attention. For example. to- 
day, when one MK calls another an 
idiot, does anybody really notice? 
The public accepts it as a fact of life. 
Together with enlarging our basic 
vocabulary of swear words, we must 
develop a generation of leaders who 
are swift on the unconventional
